Mr. Stewart adds, that * to his own 
judgment this argument carries complete 
conviction ; and that Dr. Smith acquietces 
in itin his Theory of Moral Sentiments.” 
The reafoning is fpecious, and it may 
feem unreafonable not to be convinced by 
an argument which has fatisfed the dil. 
criminating and philofophic mind of Mr, 
Stewart; yet 1 cannot help thinking, thar, 
if examined, it will be found fallacious, 
and that th: propenfity to believe thoie 
about them, fhewn by children, may be 
abundantly accounted for by the commen 
procefles their minds pafs through, with. 
out recurring tothe laft refource of philo- 
fophical inveitigation, a new general law, 
which, lke the fupernatural interference 
called in by the poet, fhould never be ai- 
lowed but when the knot can be loolened 
no other way. 

Now it appears to me, that children do 
gain this principle of belief or credulity, 
precifely as they gain other things, by 
reafon and experience. Long before the 
infant can fpeak, founds are uttered to 
attraé&t his attention ; along with thele 
founds, certain objects, of which they are 
the arbitrary bgn, are prefented to him. 
By this means he is accuftomed to expect 
the prefence of the one, when he perceives 
the pretence of the other. Thus the nurie or 
the mother fays, * Come to the window ; 
Look at the moon;"!at the fame time taking 
the child to the window, and fhewing him 
the moon. ‘Come, fit in mama’s lap ; 
at the {ame time taking him upon her lape 
‘*Put on Henry’s hat, and let him go 
abroad ;*’ at the fame time putting oP 
his hat, ard taking him abroad. By this

which indeed we may not at firft have 
had an opportunity to obferve. Thus 
a child receives the general propofition 
that the jun fhines during thole hours in 
which he is above the horizon. He after- 
waris notices an eclipse, and is obliged 
‘oadmit the circumilance as an excep- 
tion; nor is he at all the flower to receive 
tae exception from the courfe of years 
that have ttrengthened his belief in the 
general propofition.—I beg leave alfo to 
ooterve, that, though the principle of cre- 
om is certainly ftronger in children 
con¥erié with the world in general, it is a 
make to imagine it is (trongeft in early 
“miancy.

Oa 
the other hand, with a wife parent, the 
reliance on his veracity increaks as the 
child grows older, In a child well edu- 
cated, the principie or habit of credulity 
18 perhaps at its height at the age of iix or 
leven, At that age the power and {kill 
and forefight exhibited by the parent, fo 
far beyond the capacity of the child to 
conceive of, joined to the continued expe- 
rience it has had of his affection and ve- 
ricity, makes him a kind of God to his 
child ; and woe to the parent who does 
not improve to the advantage of his off- 
spring this fhort but golden opportunity. 

But I am flepping beyond my purpofe, 
which was only to thew that our propen- 
fity to belief may be fairly accounted for 
without fuppofing it an inftin®; and, 
though it be true, as Mr. Stewart ob- 
ferves, that philofophers have been fome- 
times milled by a defire of fimpliying, I 
am fure he will not deny that where an 
effect can be explained by an exiting 
caufe, it is unphilofophical to aflume a 
{uppoted one, or to multiply without ne- 
ceflity thole ultimate caufes, which fand 
as bounds to our refearches, and beyond 
which we cannot inveltigate. 

Suffer me, Mr. Editor, to add, to what 
we are told of the lite of the amiable and 
ingenious Dr, Reid, an anecdote told me 
by my father, who was acquainted with 
him, which may perhaps amule your rea- 
ders, though to relate it might not accord 
with the dignity of a protefled biogr- 
pher. When Dr. Reid was prelented, !o 
much againit the will of the parithioners, 
to his living of New Machar, the fir 
time he attempted to afcend the pulpr, 
the whole church was ina tumult of op- 
pofition ; and two of the good women of 
his flock laid hold of him by his neck- 
cloth, to which it was then the cu‘tomw to 
wear verv long ends, and pulled then;

which we are all maintained. But what 
are the privations of the poor man? It 
you take away part of his meal, you leave 
him hangry and fpiritlefs 3 if you take 
away part of his clothes, you leave him 
not futhcient to defend him againit the 
mclemencies of the weather ; if you take 
away his fingle candle and his peck of 
coals, you leave him to a cold hearth, and 
the long darknefs of a winter's evening. 
Ido not atk whether thefe privations are 
more fevere than the former, but whether 
they are of the fame nature. I know that 
the {ympathy of the rich is very much 
alwe to the tormer kind of dittrefles, I 
know they are feverely felt by pide and 
halitual indalence. I remember a very 
fenible woman once faying, that fhe 
thought no people were fo much to be 
pitied as thote ladies who can but juft af- 
tord to keep a carriage. Neither would 
l refute to allow for the privation of ha- 
ritual ndulgencies, for the wants of tafte, 
o' to tympathile in the painful feelings of 
being thrult down from our accuttomed 
picein fociety. They are hard to bear, 
ev are exeretfes for Chritiian patience ;

It is not my defign to notice all the 
contents of the pamphlet in queftion, 
otherwile I thould advert with pleafure to 
his Lordthip’s liberality of fentiment re- 
jative to the Englifh Diffenters and the 
Trith Catholics ; though, with regard to 
the latter, Juftice would perhaps go a lit- 
tle further, did not Policy hold her hands, 
than to give the teachers of that religion 
which * the great majority of a nation 
prefer,”* a fmall elymotinary fhare of the 
money raifed in their own country for the 
maintenance of an eftablifhment. But 
this is tender ground ; a Bifhop in an 
Englifh Houle of Lords could not have 
faid more: the meafure propofed is a po- 
licy commendably liberal, and there is no 
doubt but ig would be attended with the 
belt eficcts. 

One word more upon the principle 
which is held out in juftification of the 
prefent war, and which involves a deep 
and dificult quettion in morals as well as 
in policy. How far it may be wife, as 
politicians—how far it may be lawful, as 
Chriitians—to engage in war, merely to 
poll down the rifing greatnefs of a flou- 
rifhing nation, mutt turely be confidered 
as very dubious. At any rate, we can- 
not allow it to be decided by authority, 
either of Bithop Watfon’s, or of him 
whom he calls ‘* the greateft of man- 
kind.’ Atany rate, fis mation will do 
well to paufe before the eflablithes a rule 
which might increafe the jealouly already 
felt, according to the Bifhop’s ewn ac. 
count, by the reft of Europe, towards 
the lovereigns of the cas, the heirs of the 
throne of Golconda, the power that fets 
up and pulls down at pleaiure the dufky 
herd of tributary princes, whoie colonies 
people new continents, and whole manu- 
factures clothe equally the favage on the 
lake of Ontario, and the mandarin of Chi- 
na.

To attack a nation 
meiely becaule the is prolperous—if that 
profperity bas arifen from the fair confe- 
quences of talent and induliry, and has 
not led her to any a&s of aggrcifion upon 
her neighbours—cannot, J think, be vine 
dicated. Would it be right in the Spa-

tory of all combinations, and, among 
others, of that in which we have been re- 
cently engaged, fhows the probable futi- 
lity of fuch an expedient. Suppofing that 
crufades of this nature fet out witha pret- 
ty flrong general {fentiment, and make 
fome imprefiion upon the common enemy, 
the coalefced powers {con come to follow 
each their own petty interefs ; new ob. 
jects become prominent in the turns and 
changes of political warfare; and before 
many campaigns are over, the origins! 
purpofe of the war is completely forgot- 
ten. The power that fights finglr-hand- 
ed, and for itfelf alone, has always the 
advantage over an ill-cemcnted confede- 
racy ; and at the cnd of the wartare, ¢i- 
ther all lie down bieeding and exhawted, 
or the great power, having its military 
fpirit exercifed, and kept in play, becomes 
greater fill; or, perhaps, fome new 
power, foftered by the circumfances of 
the time, farts up, and becomes more 
formidable than the one it was engaged (0 
oppofe.

SKETCH Of the STATE of STRASEURG, 
Jrom the recent TRAVELS ef CAMUS, @ 
MEMBER of the NATIONAL INSTI- 
TUE, through the Departments lately 
united t0 FRANCE. 


HE fields, as you approach Straf- 
burg, are covered with poppy, 
from the berry of which is extracted an 
oil called Eyelet, which is frequently fold 
at Paris for oil of olives. A hitge quan- 
tity of fine hemp is cultivated, 2nd fome 
flax and tobacco. From Paris to Straf- 
burg not an inch of heath, or of ground 
that lay fallow, pretented itkif to my 
view. 

It might be fuppofed that the Infti- 
tute had fent a colony to Strafburg; but 
the idea would not be correct. The 
learned men were not fent thither, but were 
formed and exifted before ; and the Intti- 
tute had the good fen‘e to invite them to 
becomeits members. Arboga‘t, Brunck, 
Koch, Lombard, Oe lin, and Schweigru- 
fer belong to the Inititute. Lately they 
could have reckoned among them Dr. 
Hirmann, but death has eraied his name 
from the lift. Ina fequelt red part of 
the city there is a neat and convenient 
houfe ; it has many rooms for ftudy, and 
the moderate light which they admit in- 
vites to meditation, and the walls are 
covered with ufeful books with a con- 
venient reach, becaufe they are all 


and often coniulted. In the {paces he- 
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510 Sketch of the State of Strafburg, by Camus, 
tween are reference-tables to affit re- 
fearches ; and portraits of Erafmus, Juf- 
tus Lipfus, and Shepflin. It is a fanc- 
tuory which we cannot enter without im- 
preilions ‘of refpect. Here they pay ho- 
mage to the learned Oberlin. = Tney pro- 
pole to him quettions, but fuch is his pru- 
dence and modelty that he fe'dom returns 
an aniwer without putting his hand on 
abook. The eate'with which he finds 
and reads the paflage he refers to, fhows 
that he has it by heat. He is princi- 
pally occupied by the ftudy of ant:qui- 
ties, and his edition of Tacitus. Schweig- 
xnler is wholly engaged in his Greek 
editions, and now in that of Atheneus ; 
Arbogatt in his calculations ; and Lom- 
bard in medical operations. Brunck, 
Whole age requires reft, finds his princi- 
pal pleature in his recolle‘tions of the 
learning of the laft age. Thefe learned 
men, with eight or ten others, meet al- 
ternately at each others houles. I was 
prelent at one of their focial meetings, in 
the houfe of Oberlin: it was a fenate of 
{cholars. I am of opinion that French 
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Each is entrufted to Oberlin, who hes 
prelerved with great care the Isbrary of 
the univerfity, and has turnithed the * 
tral library with books, drawn trom the 
ancient efiablifhments fuppreffed at the 
revolution, In both there are valuab’. 
books, fome manuic ipts, and fome ¢ pies 
of tcarce editions of the fifteenth century, 
The library of the univerfity js princi. 
pally enriched by the gift which Schapé. 
lin has made to it: he was hingularly 
fond of col'ecting uncommon pieces op 
the hiftory of Aiface: he allo formed 
collection of antiquities. Oberlin has 
added to thefe collections his own, and has 
ranged all in the beft order ; every thing 
is uader his refearch and care, and he 
knows to the minuteft particulars the mo. 
numents of his country, 

Oberlin is the director of a gymnafivn 
eftablifhed fome years fince, in waich 
feven tutors divide between them infiuce 
tion in the {iciences ulciul in education. 
The pupils amounted, in the tenth yea, 
to two hundred. 

Strafburg has three diflinét literary fo- 
Cieties, one of Agriculture and Economy, 
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The learned there are men of valt read- 
ng; of that retentive memory which dif- 
tinguifhes the Germans; they polleds their 


patience, but they have more of the French 
politenets. To {peak only of their fenior, 
Oberlin is regarded with great deference, 
and in their focieties he interells as much 
as he is vefpefed. He and Schweigenfer 
enjoy an advantage peculiarly gratityin 
to fathers, that of being affifted in their 
labours by fons whom they have formed 
to the fame ftudies. 

Strafburg has two libraries, the cen- 
tral one and that of the old Proteftant 
Univerfity. The members ct the Pro- 
teftant Univerfity have always remained 
united, and have continued to give pub- 
lic legtures. Their common connection 
is firengthened by the exiftence of a Lu- 
theran chapel, founded in the church of 
St. Thomas, the prebends of which 
are generally pofleflkd by its profeflo:s. 
In that church is a fine mauloleum fer 
Marfhal de Saxe. They lately difeovered 
in a vault of the fame church two coffins, 
one of them containing the dead body of 
a man, the other that of a woman; they 
were clothed with the habits with which 
they were buried, probably towards the 
middle of the fixth century. Oberlin has 
printed a fhort -memcir of thefe two 
bodies. The dilcovery has created vari- 
ous conje&ures on account of the quality 
of the ihuffs, and the make of the drefles. 
Teo rcturn to the libraries,

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another of the Sciences and Arts, and a 
third of Medicine. It was propofed to 
unite them, and the union was effected in 
vendemiaire, the eleventh year. 

The trade of a bookfeller was a con- 
fiderable one at Strafburg when it wasa 
frontier town. It was the mart between 
Swifferland, Germany, and France. Ba'- 
kerville’s impveffions, imported fom Bir- 
mingham to Fort Kehl, by Beaurmarchats 
gave Strafburg a tafte for fine editions. 
Jacob, who had worked uncer Batker- 
ville, has engraved and cait a beautiful 
type. Finely executed editions have 
come from the prefs of Levrauit. Tie 
typographical focicty of Deux Ponts, v" 
which appeared a good collection of chaflic 
authors, is ettablifhed at Strafburg. Metts. 
Exter and Emifer are the directors of the 
undertaking, and continue the collection 
of the claffics on the plan begun at Deut 
Ponts. by ee

tian writing more valuable than et 
thing I know of the kind, aomneny 
roll engraved in the Journal 0! rs 
voux, June, 1704.3 fee inthat preierve 
the Cabinet of the Inititute, a defer?

* "Th oll of Stial- 
plates 136 and137- The rou © "ine 
burg, in common with others, 1 prs 
guifhed by fquares, that ‘ena 10” 
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vs length, which is not lefs than fix yards 
of folding ; by the defigns delineated at 
the top of the p2ges, which are illumi- 
nated; and by the materials of which at is 
made, which are noc linea, hke the rolls of 
the Journal of Trevoux, of the Inititute, 
and of Caylus, but the Papyrus, many 
lewes of which are put together, fome in 
reoular order, and others as the roils of 
Peoon; and, laftly, by the form of the 
characters, which are not thole’of a ruc. 
ning hondwriting, but hicroglyphics. 
The portions of the roll, that are filled 
wiih writing or pictures, are eight inches 
long.

It is 
not fo eafy to form an idea of the 
immenfe workmanthip of this tower, 
Its ftone ornamen's, are molt celicate, 
and a fingular richne!s is ditplaved in 
the conttruction. [nitead of one thair- 
cale, which it is d:thcult to carry up 
in the narrow limits of fuch a bund.

The cdelerted children, who are 
under three years of age, are commisted 
to nuries from the moment they are teken 
up. They prefer nuries of the town to 
thofe from the country, as they can more 
eably fuperintend them. They teach 
thefe childien to labour, and give them 
miiruction fuitable to the occefions cf Ite. 
The infime are ina part of the great hot- 
pital, but they prepole to remove ihm 
trom that piace 3 and doubtle!s they wil 
not neglect fo neceflary an infictution. 
The ceilars of the greet h Spiral are an 
object of curiofity, not only on account of 
ther conftruétion, but for the veiicls 
which contain the wine.

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bricius was there, the manufa&ture was 
fearce fuficient to fupply the demand. 
The quantity of fteel made here is not 
much more than tentons annually, It is 
much inferior to the Swedith fteel. 

From Ejichsfors to Rafteen, a diftance 
of between nine and ten miles, our tra- 
vellers pafied in a beat along the lake 
Eckern; enjoying a noble profpe& of 
water, rocks, and fiel!s in good cultiva- 
gion. 

On the 25th they arrived at Kongfberg, 
an agreeable town, the moft remarkable 
for its mines of any in Norway. It ftands 
on a broad plain, and is interlected by the 
river Lowe. Its buildings have nothing 
ftrikiog. The itreets are unpaved. Tie 
commillion of government for the: manage- 
ment of the Norwegian mines has its feat 
here. The whole number of the inhabi 
tants of the town may be about 10,000, 
chiefly miners, artifans, and thopkeepers. 
‘The foil round the town is fandy, and fo 
barren, that nothing bat the moft obfti- 
nate induftry could make it yield fueh 
crops as the inhabitants procure from it. 
The river which interfeSts the town has 
feveral abrupt talls in that part of its 
courte. The filver mines of this place 
are {till of great importance, although the 
expence of working them have lately ex. 
ceeded the profit. They were difcovered 
mn the year 1523: they afford native fil- 
ver in the largelt maffes, and fiiver-ore 
in the greateft abundance, of any mines in 
Europe: they give employment to four 
thoutand miners, and annually vield fil. 
ver to the value of three hundred thou- 
fand crowns. The yearly lots amounts 
to wear fixty thouland crowns. The 
roatting-furnaces, and works for wafhing 
the pounded ore, are large, and in the 
Huneartan tafhen. The rickeft with 
the poorett ores, when roafted, pounded, 
und wathed, are (melted together, with an 
addition of lime-ftene fora flux. Lead is 
not added tll the metal is jut on the 
point of running in fufion. The fur- 
naces are biown by {mall bellows, moved 
by water. A wooden (pout, in an hori- 
zontal » fition, conveys the water into 
an ther pout, of which the pofition is 
perpendicular. Vhrough this focut the 
weter falls into a tun, upon a ftone that 
filis the veilel to one-third ef its depth— 
Tie warer. atter taliing with violence 
upon this ftone, runs out at an aperture in 
the weile!; while the air parted from th 
water, by the vicleice at its tall, rothes 
through a pepe that opens into the fur- 
mace, and acis with the efle& of a bel- 
Jows up nis hicat and flame. Thefe 
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mines being uncommonly free from dar 
neis, the miners are not particularly un. 
healthy. The diteaks mot frequent ™ 
apoplexy and con‘umption. P 

Our travellers, on the 26th of June 
examined the mines of Prince Charles 
Oldenburghaus, Gottethiilfe in der Noth, 
and Elfegrube. They are all in on. 
mountain, which extends in a dire. 
tion from north to fouth: the filver js 
found only in certain crofs-veins : the 
rock is blafted with gunpowder, and the 
veins are opened with a pick and a ham. 
mer: the rock is fo hard, that there js no 
need of wooden-work for its fupport.— 
The miners work fome by the /cbicht of 
fix hours, others upon arrangements of a 
different nature. The lead uled to pu. 
rify the filver, is procured at a confider. 
able expence from England. The min- 
ers reccive half their pay in money, the 
other half in barley, malt, and rye, fup- 
plied at certain moderate unvarying 
prices from the King’s ftores. Mr. Fa- 
bricius procured a few {pecimens of the 
filver ore, which he has fince depojited in 
the Cabinet of Natural Hiftory in the Un. 
verfity of Kiel. The working ot the filver- 
mine atKongfberg is unconnected with that 
of the other mines of Norway ,which belong 
not to the crown, but to private perions, 
A {chool for the inftruction of miners was 
inftituted here in the year 1757: Dr, 
Becker, phyfician to the mines, received, 
upon the occafien, a imall addition ot la- 
lary, for which he was required to give 
lectures on mineralogy and chemittry. The 
praQtice has been continucd dy bis tuc- 
ceflors. A confiderable collection of ml 
neral fpecimens had been allo made : but

At Foifum, Mr. Fabricius was difap- 
poinced of his expectation ot teeing the com 
balt-mine which had been there opencd, be= 
cauie the proper officers were then absent. 
New works were then in a progie!s of 
erection, at that piac ¢, tor the pr Dal ution 
of the iron and cobalt ores tor general 
ule. A watertail rendering the floating 
of the timber inconvenient at a particular 
part of the river, recourie has been had te 
a contrivance, by which a fmall lateral 
comiurt conveys the tress fron a thot 
diitance above the cataracl, to another 
point intively beyond it 5 and that break- 
ing of the trees, by which they would be 
erealy fpoiled, is thus avoided. Bricks 
have been likewile made at Foflum, for 
the ufe of the furnaces: thole bricks are 
ot Englith pipe-clay, and are folid, bard, 
aud white, with no {peck of red in them. 

The road trom Fotlum to scudery led 
through foreits of pine-trees, covering 
hills which rofe here and there, with nar- 
row intervals between them. ‘The inter- 
vening territory was agreeable and ter- 
tile ; its foil light and fandy. Near 
Scudery is amine of cobalt, recently du- 
covered. The direction of the ftiata of 
the hill containing it, is fiona north to 
fouth. It prefents, all over it, indications 
of the pretence of cobalt. The gangue 
of the veins of cobalt is of had grey 
quartz, with a mixture of mica: the cre 
is not rich, but it is very plentiful. A 
fulphureous ore of copper is found in gle 
fame places.

Drammen is a trading town, fituate 
abot two miles from the mouth of the 
river of the fame name.

Its princi, al exports are-planks, fqu-red 
logs, and iron ; the planks going chiefly 
to England, the logs to Holland, the iron 
to Denmark and Holfttein.

ANSWER to the QUERIES of MR. MOG- 
GRIDGE ie the BOYCE, relatsve to 
the IMPROVEMENTS of LORD FIFE. 


THE Earl of Fite began to plant in 
JL othe year 2756. The trees which 
meafure feven and a half feet, were plant- 
ed the year followin Y. They were taken 
outefa nurfery, when about two vears 
old, and planted ina deep loamy foil, on 
the bank of the river "Devern. The 
largeft trees in his Lordthip’s plantations 
are fiiver-firs andlarch. It was to thefe 
that allufion was made in the ttatement 
which attracted Mr. Moggridge’s atten- 
tion. The ath, beech, and oaks, how- 
ever, are very little inferior in dimenfion. 

Lord Fife, in the management of his 
pla ntations, has been particularly atten- 
tive in thinning them, and keeping up the 
fences in duch thorough repair, as effec- 
tually to prevent: the encroachment of 
cattle, which has hitherto, in the north of 
Scotland, been much negleéted. But Ins 
Lordthip’s happy exam ple} begins now to be 
fo!lowed by o: h ercultivators. Inan extent 
of twelve thoufand Handard Scotch — it 
would be an arduous tafk to give a pa 
ticular defcription of the various foils 
but even on the molt expoted movrs, el 
where the foil is extremely thin, 
and other foreft trees, by the manage- 
ment above ttate!, grow luxuriantly.— 
It Mr. Mogg: idge will take the trouble 
to read the letters fent by the Earl of r ite, 
in the years 1788 and 1797, to the Society 
of Arts and Commerce, publified in the 
fixth and fifteenth volumes of thei: Tranf- 
a¢tions, he will find an anfwer more at 
length to all his queries. In their next 
volume, a letter {ent by his Lordft ip will 
alio be publithed. In this Mr. log- 
gridge w: i find a parricular account of 
the trees planted, their fize when planted, 
their number per acie, ard other circum- 
ftances, which wou!'d extead this article 
unneceifas ily, and which he will, no 

doubt, acce pt as an ap logy. 

But there is one mifake in Mr. Moe. 
gridge’s Letter, which mutt be reétific d. 
By the telloain g ientence, ** The thin- 
ning ot thele p slant ations bring his Lord- 
fhip >more thin one thoufand ‘po unds per 
ann um,’* was meant, that the 
of all his plantations are of th t yearly 
walue.

S you have not deemed the queries 
A of J.C. (page 404 of vol. X.) un- 
worthy of a place in your Magazine, vou 
will not, perhaps, he lefs ready to inlert 
the following anfwers tothem : 

1. Kain or river water will Jeave no 
fediments of earthy particles in the bottom 
of the tea-kettle; and I am allured by 
peapie of veracity and experience, that in 
velfcls in which river water has been boiled 
every day for ten years togrther, no incruf- 
tation has been vifible. Much, doubrlefs, 
depends on the nature of the water which 
3s uled; and though your Corre(pondent 
might properly encuch object to his tea 
being made ot rain waver, et) ecially if it 
had not been recently obtained, he could, 
J chink, have no objection to the occafional 
ule of river water, which, ar certain times, 
3s equally palatable and wholefome as any 
other. 

2. The eafiet, and probably the bef, 
mode of clearing a tea-kettle fiom the in- 


cruftations which it may have acquired, 
is to boi] in it river or rain water, which 
in a fhort time will cleanfe the bottom and 
fides of the veffel. I have known this tre. 
quently done by perfons, when the tpout 
has been nearly flopped by incruftation’, 
though, 2s your Correfpondent r ightly 00 
ferves, ‘a kettle, with an inch thick lin- 
ing of folid ftone, mutt necellarily require 
amuch longer time, and a much greats 
quantity of coal to make it boil, <o 
clean veffe! in which the water is feparate 

from the fire by the interpoiition of 2 thio 
plate o: metal only.” itv

rhere is more Melody in pronouncing Cedbes 
than Kebes, Stadgerite than Stagyerite, 
A clergyman of my acquaintance, who 
was performing the fervice in a country 
church, read a letion, in which the word 
Sychem frequently occurred, ‘1 his he pro- 
nounced as if written Sykem, contormably 
to the original language. Atter he had 
foifhed the fervice, the clergyman tor 
whom he officiated, and who had been 

cent uring the time, remarked that 
heoblerved him to be fond of the Grecian 
mode of pronunciation, and that the word 
ought probably tu be called Sy/bem. My 
friend, however, {till adheres to his own 
method of pronouncing it. In one folitary 
initance only I have heard the name of the 
woman of Nian pronounced Mary Magda- 
dené, though it would feem that this, and 
not Mary Magdalen, as it is generally 
written and called, is the right pronuncia- 
ton. 

Sometime ago a new edition of Mo- 
relii Thetaurus Gizece Potlcds was an- 
neunced to the pubiic in one of the num- 
bers of the Monthly Magazine, as intended 
to be publithed by Mr. Lunn, of Soho- 
iquare. As this is a work of confiderable 
merit, and which nas become extremely 
icarce, I hope Mr. Lunn will be enabled 
/rortly to ve-publith it with additions and 
iMprovements, and to afford to Britifh 
youth the means of compofing in the 
“a. language with accuracy and fide- 
ity.

CXXH.—-WHISTON’S MEMOIRS. 

The fo'lowieg Extracts are made from 
William Whitton’s Memoirs written by 
himiclt. 

‘© When Dr. Bentley was courting his 
lady, who was a molt exceilent Chiutian 
woman, he had like to have jo't her, by 
farting to her an objection again the 
Book of Daniel. He aimed alo to pck 
a quarrel with fome niceties in Donici’s 
chronology, and fuppefed the book to 
have been written after the time of Oniasy 
the high-prieft, and that this Onias was 
Daniel's Mefliah. In fliort he was very 
defirous of getting rid of the authority of 
the Book of Daniel. Yet when he was 

ut in mind how our bleiled Saviour ex- 
pressly quoted this book, as written by 
Danicl the Prophet himielf, he told Dr. 
Clarke, fromr whom I had it, that at fir 
this made his hairs @and an end, but that 
at laft he pretended, that was on'y done 
ad hominem, as we fpeak, or by way ot 
condefcenfion to the Jewith prejudices. 

He aljo tried torun down the Apocaiyple, 
as not written by the apoitie Jonn, &e. 
He alfo talked ludicroufly of this authers’ 
heads and horus, &e. Thele accounrs I 
had from his own mouth. Bot what he 
faid of [faiah’s naming Cyrus betore he 
was bern. viz. that he juppofed it an in- 
terpolation, I had, at fecond hand, from a 
learned bithop; nerneed any ene hereattce 
wonder at Dr. Bentley's fcepticsim as to 
both the Old and New Telfament. But 
take notice that I only say tepticim, not 


i: fidelity.” lt 
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Hare to Dr. Bentley, as a kind of Scep- 
tick, I fhall give my reafons tor fo domyg. 
Though, when I firft publithed my Effay 
on the Revelations, Dr. Hare greatly at- 
tended to it, yet did Dr. Hare fo accuf- 
tom himielf to tak ludicroufly of facred 
matters, that he was for laying wagers 
about the fulfilling of Scripture-prophe- 
cies in the fame ludicrous way; nay, 
when he wrote about the difficulties and 
difcouragements to the ftudy of the Scrip- 
tures, he could not forbear doing it alter 
a ludicrous manner, though he fcemed 
then to do it very honettly.”” 

He eliewhere obterves, {peaking of the 
tems, and casa, in the New Tefta- 
inent; “© T foon ditcuvered, that they 
were only thoie that were capable of in- 
firn&tion, but not fit for underitanding 
harder matters, &c. This moft impos- 
tant difcovery T foon communicated to 
the world, which both Bithop Hoadly and 
Dr. Claike approved, but itil] went on in 
the erdinary practice. I fent this paper 
alfo by an intimate friend, Mr. Haincs, to 
Sir Iiaac Newton, and defired to know 
his opmion., ‘he antwer was this, that 
they both had difcovered this before; nay 
[tound afterwards, that Sir Ifaac Newton 
was fo hearty for the Baptiits, as well as 
for the Eufchians or Ar:ans, that he fome- 
times fufpeAed, that thele two were the 
witnelies in the Revelations.’’* 

CXNXI11.—DR. JOHN JEBB. 

Johu Jebb was firft of the Univerfity of 
Dubiin, and atterwards of Peterhoufe, 
Cambridge, of which fociety he was in 
1761 conirmed tellow, by Mawtfon, Bi- 
fhop ot Ely, the vifitor. 

He was on ail fides allowed to be an 
excellent {cholar, but dittinguithed him- 
feli at Cambr'dge, principally as a mathe- 
matician aid theologian. 

Jebbs’ reputation ftood high in the 
univerfity, till he alarmed the orthodox by 
his LeQureson the New Teftament,which 
he delivered at his own houte. In thefe 
he uled fuch a freedom of interpretation, 
broached doctrines fo repugnant to the 
Thity-nine Articles — challenging the 
fame liberty for all—that a general order 
was ifiued, forbidding any to attend his 
Lefures who were in fiatu pupillari. This

Ne particulars of 
Dr. Jebb’s creed, we mutt only remark oe. 


nerally, that they were Sceinian; the pro. 
minent poim's being, that Chritt was 
mere man, and the ac&rine of philofoph:. 
cal neceffity. We {peak thus curt nly, 
intending to confine our attention to , 
Reform propoted in the Univerfity, with 
which his name ftands fo immediat-'y 
connected; we mean, to his Plan for puble 
annual examinations of all undergraduates 
in flatu pupillari, not excepting fellow. 
commoners and noblemen, 

In the firft ttage of this memorable by. 
finefs, Jebb propoted four Graces, in fue. 
cflion, all of which were rejected by the 
Caput; confequently, though at firft am. 
jority of the univerfity was with him, the 
quetion was not allowed to come betore 
the Senate. Diitin& accounts of thefe 
and other proceedings were publifhed by 
Dr. Jebb. 

In the year 1774, Jebb took the mtt- 
ter up more deliberately than betore, aud 
a Syndicate was formed. 

On? the 28th of March 1774, the fyn- 
dics clofed, and affixed their names to the 
refolutions, which they had come to, 
b.ing nineteen in number. Thele may 
be feen in Dr. Dilney’s Life of Dr. Jeb), 
prefixed to Dr. Jebb’s Works, but are to 
Jong tor infertion here. 

The refolutions, though received in the 
fenate-houfle, were fet afide ; but the fol- 
lowing flatement will fhew, that Dr. Jedd 
had {till a very confiderable party in te 
Univerfity. 

For the fir ft fix refolutionsthere were in the 
non-regent-houfe, placets 4.3——non-place's 
47. For thezth and aith inclutive, placets 
41—non-placets 47. For the gthand rita 
inclulive, placets 41—ne n-placets 48. For 
the 12th and sgth inclutive, placets 33— 
non-placets 49.

Dr. Jebb publithed, in the enfuing fe 
tober, another plain, which met witi v4 
milar fate, though there was fhill a dec 
ded majority of talents, at leaft, with _— 
there being no leis than eleven “ 
fix profeffors, and eight tutors ot —, 
who were ia favour of the Grace; "iy 
only fix doéters, three profesers, and | 
college tuters who voted agamit it. ke 

Had the members of the Univerhi'y i 
their eye fixed on the general wut) ibe

er, a it is more than probable, that the 


refolutions would have pafled ; tor feveral 
who voted againft them had declared, 
wthout referve, their approbation of them.

Dr. Jebb appears to have been an ami- 
shle as well as a Jearned man, and was 
very much eteemed in the univertity, not- 
withiianding his reAlels, retorming jpirit, 
for he pofleiled the zeal o! W hilton, with- 
out his eccentricities. In regard to his 
eneral views, Dr. Difney, the author of 
his Life, judicioufly obierves ; “ It may 
te thought by fome perlors, who have 
uled to confound academical foundations 
with monattic inftitutions, that the difputes 
in the univeriity may be of no more con- 
fequence, than the brawls and contentions 
of monks and friars ; but, when they re- 
collect, that, in Mr. Jebb’s idea, the uni- 
veifities were to be confidered in a more 
important view, as foundations protected 
by the legiflature, and re!ponfibie to the 
public for a moft Jacred truft, the educa- 
tion of the youth deftined to occupy the 
frit departments in every profeiiion in the 
fate, can we wonder at bis zeal and per- 
kverance ina caule fueflential to this great 
purpole, and fo requilite in a_ place, 
where itateimer, patriots, citizens aie 
tormed ?”” 
Tt will be readily believed, that altera- 
tions propoied bya manof Dr. Jcebb’s talents 
and energy, and iupported by fome of the 
able(t men in che Univertity, would oceafion 
lome buitheatCambridge. Fai mer, *Heli- 
tax,t and their friends, weve firenuous for 
Church and State, apprehending, that beth 
were in eminent peril; that the introduc- 
on of Jebb’s plan within the walls of the

CXXIV. BISHOP WATSON. 

Dr. Watton was fellow and tutor of 
Trinity College, and is the prefent Regius 
Profeflor of Divinity. 

Of the minutize of this gentleman's 
creed we are ignorant ; nor are weaware, 
that they are before the public. On that 
fubjcét, therefore, we are filent. But re- 
collecting his attachment to the reformers 
in Cambridge, and his extraordinary li- 
berality to all parties in his Theological 
Traéts, publithed while he was at Cam- 
bridge, we cannot feruple to afign him 
a place among the Cambridge-retor- 
mers. 

When Dr. Watfon prefided as Regius 
Profeffor in the Divinity ‘chools, two 
gentlemen of acknowledged talents and 
learning, fuppefed to favour the codtrines 
of the methoditts, were opponents on the 
doctrine of juftification. Previoully to the 
debate, the Profeflor addreffed himfelf to 
the difputants, complimenting their un- 
derftandine. and ex srefling his thorough 
conviction ef their acquaintance with all 
the forms, and the fubject, of debate; he 
clofed with observing, that he fhould, on 
this occafion, not confider himfelf under 
any neceffity to interfere as moderator, 
but fhould fit a filent itener to the ar- 
guments; for that the two ge ntlemen were,

CXXV. ARCHDEACON PALEY 

Was formerly fellow ard tutor of 
Chrift’s College. 

We do not recolle&t, that the minutiz 
wf his creed are before the public: on 
that fubject therefore, we are, in like man- 
ner, filent. But recolle&tiog his good-hu- 
moured declaration againit too {trict a 
conformity in matters of faith, his at. 
tachment tothe reforming party in the 
univerfity, together with his openly a- 
vowed relpect, exprefled to his friend, 
Bithep Law, to whom, in a ftrain of the 
warmelt panegyric, he dedicates his mo- 
RAL PHILOSOPHY; recollecting, allo, that 
he bas, im print, when fupporting a publi- 
eation otf Bifhop Law’s, protetted againit 
tubleription to the Thirty-nine Articles ; 
recollecting thefe aud other tokens of his 
hoeral tarn of thinking, we are conttrained 
to give Archdeacon Paley a place among 
the Cambridge reformers. 

All this is not fo inconfittent «with his 
celebrated Chapter on Sub{cription, as 
fome may imagine; that being in tact the 
latt effort of aa ingenious mind to fof- 
ten the rigour of a practice, which he 
could not fcrioufly approve, but which 
ke could not effectually alter; and is in- 
deed a guide to people, not how they ma 
believe before they fubfcribe; but how they 
may fubfcribe withoutavery hearty affent. 

CXXVi. MR. ROBERT TYRWHITT,. 

This gentleman was formerly tellow of 
Jefus College, where, though he has re- 
figned his tellowfhip for many years, he 
ftill continues to refide, much reipe&ed iu 
his own fociety, and in the univerfity at 
large, being himfelf devoutly attached to 
alma mater. We have already had oc- 
cation to mention him, but as he appears 
to bethe man, who firft ftirred the queition 
of Subicription in the univerfity, it be- 
comes us to {peak more diftinétly of him 
under this article. ; 

The firit occafion on which Mr. Tyr- 
whitt excited the public attention of the 
Univeifity for the freedom of his fenti- 
ments, was, on offering certain queitions 
to the Regius Profeffor, Dr. Rutherforth, 
when about to keep what is called an act 
In the Divinity Scho rs. The quettions, 
which he was allowed to detend may 
be teen in Bifhop Watfon’s preface 
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to his Theological Traas, other 
queftions Profeifor Ruthertorth Would nor 
luffer to be propoted, and difperfed « nar, 
ratives,” (theie are Dr. Jedb’s words 
of his engagement with Tyrwhitt all Over 
— "The latter (ueitions were

This was the latter end of the year 
1770, of the beginning of 1771: in 1774 
he preached a very alarming fermon at 
St. Mary’s; one of the points difcuffed 
being, that obnoxious doctrine, the mere 
humanity of Chrift. 

Mr. Tyrwhitt’s merhorable Grace for 
removing fubfcription to King James's 
three darling articles from genilemen on 
taking their degrees, we have already laid 
before our readers, This was in June 
1771. The caput did not permit this 
Grace to be brought befere the univeriiy, 
but affigued no reafon. The following 
December Mr. Tyrwhitt offered another 
Grace to permit gentlemen to take their 
bachelor of arts degree, without fub/erib. 
ing the Thirty-nine Articles. This Grace 
alfo was rejected by the Caput, and the tel- 
lowing reafon was affigned ; “ That the 
univeriity had no power of making {0 
material a change, and that the times were 
not favourable to fo great an undertaking, 
which required the flow and wite delibe- 
rations of the legiflature, not the partial 
determinations of a few academics. 

The ftirring of the queltion, however, 
excited creat ferment among all parties 
in the Univertity. 

About the fame time, fome undergra- 
duates petitioned againit fubiersptien - 
the Thirty-nine Articles, at the time 4 
taking degrees. The petition was “wr 
by a great body of undergraduates, oe 
prefented by Mr. Crawford, per .

the flones, his oceafioned a greater de. 
gree of adhetion between thele parts, and 
has rendered the tubltance of the ftone 
more compact, 

The great quantity of iron in the me- 
tallic {tate which this fone contains, 
added to its greater compactne!s, inakes it 
capable of receiving a ihght degree of 
polith ; whereas it is impoffidle to give 
any polifh to the others. When polithed, 
the iron becomes very evident, in the po- 
Iifhed part, appearing in the form of 
finall fpecks, almolt clofe to each other. 
which have the colour and luttre peculiar 
to that metel. The {pecific gravity of the 
ftone is 4,231. 

It is ealy to perceive fiom the fore. 
going delcription, that thefe Rones, al- 
though they have not the {malleit timi- 
larity with any of the mineral fubttances 
already known, have a very peculiar and 
ftriking analogy with each other. This 
circumitance renders them worthy of the 
attention of philofophers ; and naturally 
excites a defire of knowing to what caules 
they owe their exiltence. 

According to Mr. Howard's analylis, 
which appears to have been conducted 
with confiderable care, all thefe ftones 
confit of fliica, magnetia, oxide of iron, 
and oxide of nickel, combined in nearly 
fimilar proportions. The retult of this 
examination diffirs from the analyfis made 
by the French academicians, ot the ftone 
prefented to them by the Abbe Bacheliy, 
as well as from that made by Proteilor 
Barthold of the ftones of Eofilbeim. It 
is at variance with thar of the acidemt- 
cians, inamuch as they found rer her 
macnefia nor nickel. It differs from tint 
of Mr. Bartholt, as he did not find 
nickel, but difcovered {ome lime, with 
17 per cent. ot alumina. But notiwiti- 
ftanding theie variations, the mine _— 
gical defcription of the French academ'- 
cians, of M. Barthold, and of the Count 
de Bournon, all exhibit 3 fRriking Cone 
formity of chara@er common ¢ : cach of 
thefe ones ; and itis the deeiced opinion 
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of Mr. Howard, that the fimilarity of the 
component parts, efpecially of the mal- 
leable alloy, together with the near ap- 
proach of the conftituent proportions of 
tiie earths contained in each of the four 
ftones to which we have referred, will 
eftablith trong evidence in favour of the 
affertian, that they have falln on our 
globe. They have been found at places 
very remote from each other, and at pe- 
riods alfo fufficiently diftant. The mine- 
salogifts who have examined them, agree 
that they have no refemblance to mineral 
fubftances, properly fo called; nor have 
they been detcribed by mineralogical au- 
thors. The public may, from our for- 
mer paper, determine for themfelves what 
degree of credit is to be paid to the ac- 
counts of fallen ftones, and judge of the 
finilarity of circumftances attendant on 
fuch phenomena. Aticmpts to reconcile 
occurrences of this nature with known 
principles of philolophy are abundant, 
but they leave us a choice of difficulties 
equally perpkxing. It is, however, te- 
markable, that Dr. Chladni, in his ob- 
fervations on Fire-balls and bard bodies 
Sallen from the Atmojphere, has conneéted 
the defcent of fallen ftones with meteors ; 
and the defcent of the {tones near Benares 
was accompanied with a meteor. No lu- 
minous appearance was, however, per- 
ceived during the day on which the ftone 
fell in Yorkthire; but the ftones from 
Sienna fell amidft what was imagined 
lightning, but what might in reality have 
been a metcor. The ttones that fell at 
Agen were allo accompanied with a me- 
teor; and we are told that the ftone 
which was adored as the Mother cf the 
Gods by the ancients, fell at the fret of 
the poct Pindar, envelloped io a ball of 
fire. 

Should it hereafter be difcovered tbat 
fallen tones ave actually the bodies of me- 
teors, it would not appear fo problema- 
tical, that fuch mafles as thefe ftones are 
dometimes reprefented, do not penetrate 
further into the eirth; forjmeteors move 
more in a horizontal than in a pei pendi- 
cular direction: and we are as abfolutely 
unacquainted with the force which im- 
pels the meteor, as with the origin of the 
tallen fone. 

In the year 1808, a very brilliant me- 
teor was oblerved in the county of Sut. 
folk, part of which was faid to fal] near 
the town of Bury, and to coniume a cot- 
tage; but, upon accurate enquiry, the 
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time of the combutftion of ¢ 
not correfpond with the 
meteor’s tranfition. 

A phenomenon much more worthy of 
attention, has been deicribed as fen in 
America on the night of the fifth os 
April, 1800., Its apparent fize was thet 
of a large houfe leventy teet long s ang 
its elevation about 200 yards above the 
fui face of the earth. It moved with pro- 
digious velocity, and the light produced 
effects little fhoit of thofe of the fy. 
beams ; and a confiderable degree of hert 
was telt by thofe who faw it, without any 
electric fenfation. Immediately after it 
difippeared in the north-weit, a violert 
rufhing noife was heard, as if the pheno. 
menon were bearing down the foreft be- 
fore it, and, in a few feconds after, there 
was a tremendous crafh, caufing a very 
fenfible earthquake. Search being after- 
wards made in the place where the bum- 
ing body fell, every vegetable was found 
burat, or greatly fcorched, ani a cont. 
derable portion of the furtace of the earth 
broken up. It does not appear, however, 
thar any pains were taken t> fearch deeper 
than the turface of the ground. 

We have alfo an account in the Phiio. 
fophical Traniaétions tor the year 1783, 
of a foliiary msfs of what has been cailed 
native ivon, which was difcovered in 
South America, as has been deferibed by 
Den Rubin de Celis, who mentions ano- 
ther infulated mafs of the fame nature. 
M. Prouft and Mr. Howard have ex. 
mined fome iragments of this mafs, which 
they obtained from the Britith Muteum i 
and it is their opinion, that it ts not 
wholly iron, but a mixture cf that metal 
with nickel. 

From this we are led to notice the na- 
tive ircn found near Mount Kemns, 1 
Siberia, and deferibed by Pallas.

Poe Siberian iron has globular concavi- 
ves, ia part filled with a tran{parent fub- 
jince, which, the proporiional quantity 
of oxide of iron excepted, has nearly the 
-onpoition of the globules in the ftone 
-¢ Benares. The iron trom Bohemia ad- 
heres to earthy matter fludded with glo- 
hular bodies. 

From thele fa&s the Count fubmits 
the following queries :-—1. Have not all 
‘len tones, and what are calied native 
yon, the fame origin? 2. Are ail, or 
say of them, the produce or the bodies of 
meteors? Specimens of the Yorkshire 
and Benares ftones have been depofited in 
the Brith Mufeum. 

It the faéts to which we have referred 
be credited, it will not appear durprizing 
that fo ftriking a phyfical and chemical 
analogy fhould induce a belief that all 
thele ftones have the fame origin; and 
thaty as they form an order of compounds 
diferent from any thing ever yet obferved 
among mirerals; tome philofophers fhould 
concude that taey do not belong to the 
lulls of our globe. Several hypotheles 
have confequentiy been invented to ex- 
plain the formation of thede fingular pro- 
du ‘tions. 

It bas long been afferted, that they are 
nothing elie but minerals elevated and 
projected from the earth by volcanocs. 
Others have confidered them as ttones of 
our globe ttruck and fuled on the outtide 
OV diehtnng en the (pot where they were 
tvund; and lately they have been confi- 
cered 45 earthy and metallic jubitances 
ruied into the air, which, being there 
COleced and agelutinated, hive formed 
Mele madles, which immediately fell down 
bj their own weight, 

Lie manifed ‘contradictions exhibited 
oF Cicle opinions, ether with the princi- 
Pai Ciicumbances, or the faét ictelt, of 
ie fall of the'e tones, have given rife to 
ats cfs improbable, though perhaps more 
‘Uaramary. It is that of fome geo- 
Meticjens, who confider them as volcanic 
‘UctOns projected fiom the moon be- 
: d ‘ne fyhere of its attraction, and to 
“« confines of that of the earth. 
by ts opinion ieems to be co:radiéted 
fe wWeas hitherto entertained, it is 
rate teen that it is lefs fulcepttble 
Cojections than any of the pre- 
)potneles.s The fame may be 1aid 
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of that of Chladni, who with fome other 
philofophers, confiders all the maffes 
which have fallen to the earth as folid bo- 
dies detached from fome other planet at 
the time of their formation, and which 
move about in infinite {pace till tuey meet 
with another, which, becoming to them a 
new Centre of gravity, attratts them to 
its furface. 

An analytical examination of thefe hy- 
potheles, aod the Little agreement between 
them, and the cireu:nitances which con- 
ftantly accompany the fall of ttones, have 
induced M. Gzaro, the au hor of Litholo- 
gie Atmofvberique, to fuppofe that thefe 
tiones are tormed of the elements of thofe 
earths and metals which they exsibst by 
analyfis, and which he fuppotes to be in 
a gazcous flate at a great height iat 
the atmofehere. and the combination of 
which he afcribes to unknown ciccum-. 
Rances that rarely occur. ‘This gentle- 
man has brought together a collection of 
facts and opinions, publithed in France 
during the lait century, on thuoder-ttones, 
thunder, ftones fallen from the heavens, 
&c. &c. and he infers that the pheno- 
menon ot the fall of folid bodies on the 
earth is, according to every appcarance, 
as old as the world; and that the cer- 
tainty of the fact is now fo well proved, 
that it can be denied only by thole who 
admit nothing ascertain. At the con. 
clufion he gives a recapitulatioa of his 
whole work in the two following tables.

This incruftation, in general, is car. 
bonate of lime, which, as water is alimo} 
always impregnated with carbonic acif, i 
takes up in its paflage through the earth; 
and when, by the procefs of boiling, the 
frperabundant Guiniity of acid is carried 
off, the carbonate of lime, not being folv- 
bie in water alone, is precipitated ; when 
driven by the agitation of the water, it 
adheres univerfally to the infide of the 
vellel ; nor does it appear probable that 
any thing will prevent this taking place. 

But to deprive your tea-kettle of this 
unwelcome cloathing, is very ealy, with- 
out the affiftance of the tinman, to whom 
the houfewite is ufually obliged to apply 
at laft. The following plan, I am con- 
vinced, will be effectual. To one part ot 
muriatic acid, (what is vulgarly called 
fpirits of falt,) add five or fix of water; 
put a few ounces of this mixture into your 
kettle, and fhake it about ; a violent di!- 
engagement of carbonic acid air will in- 
fiantly take place ; repeat this when the 
effervefcence ceales, till it be clean. The 
efiect is produced by the muriatic having 
a ftronger affinity to the lime tan te 
carbonie acid has; the latter it expels, and 
diffolves the lime. ’ 

From this mode of cleaning tea-kettles, 
if you are careful to rince the velle) ovt 
with water afterwards, nothing uople 
fant will arife, but undoubtedly 2 conlt- 
derable faving in domeftic economy. oa 
expence of tne mixture is Very trifling 5 
with one pint of it I perfectiy ree 
from inciuitation a veflel that had “4 
colleling it more than three yeats :

character of a good hiftorian, he main- 
tained that Mr. Hume was frequently de- 
ficient. The great object of Mr. Hume's 
ambition, as he himfelf acknowledged, 
was literary fame; and therefore our au- 
thor has juftly obferved, his work fhould 
be read with fome degree of caution and 
circum{pection. 

As the celebrity of Mr. Hume as a 
writer, as well as the intriafic merit of 
the work, at leaft in point of ftile and 
compofition, occafioned his Hiftory to 
have a very extenlive circulation, and to 
be much admired ; fo our author's attack 
upon him in this pamphict, from the 
known contrariety of their fentiments on 
many important points, was very gene- 
rally read, and added confiderably to his 
reputation in the lirerary rid. It can. 
not be denied, that he d:fcovers a vely 
accurate and critical knowledge of Eng- 
lith hiftory for fome centuries patt, and 
has fhewn, in an able manner, taat the 
Britith Confti:ution had for its aim, even 
from its commencement, the liberty int 
happinefs of the people. W we hy 
ability he has controverted many of ts 
Hume's potit’ons, pointed out hij prejit 
dices, political and religious, and mewe

It was about the commencement of 
this, or the latter end of the preceding 
year, that our author became engaged to 
affilt his excellent friend, the late Dr. 
Kippis, in bringing out an improved and 
enlarged edition of that well-known 
work, the Biographia Britannica, ot 
which the Doétur had recently undertaken 
to become the editor. Mr. Towers was 
well qualified for this great undertaking ; 
he was fond of literary refearch, and in. 
defatigable in tracing out the fources 
from whence information might be ob- 
tained, on any fubject that required elu- 
cidation ; though the particuiars he 
fought for might be comparatively trivial, 
to enable him to be accurately circum- 
ftantial, he {pared no pains, nor was he 
difcouraged by any difficulties. Five 
large volumes in folio of this elaborate 
performance have been publifhed, and ore 
half of the fixth printed, but remains 
unpublifhed and incomplete. The times 
they refpectively came out, and the Lives 
and additions written by our author, and 
which in the work are diftinguifhed by 
the letter T, will be found in a note.t-—

Edinburg), altogether unfolicited on his 
part, by diploma, dated the 2oth day of 
November, 1779, conferred upon him 
the degree of Doctor of Laws, which, 
whileit was a mark of refpect he well me- 
rited, reflefted honour on the Univerfity 
that heftowed it. 

The only feparate and acknowledged 
publication which came from the pen of 
sir author, inthe year 1779, was a fhort 
Orition, delivered on the zgth day of July 
in Bunhill-fields burying-ground, at the 
interment of his wife’s relation, Dr. Ca- 
|-b Fleming 3 it contains a juft evlogium 
on the deceafed, and many (triking ob- 
f-rvations well fuited to the occafion, con- 
veyed in a file at once iinpreffive and 
energetic. 

Inthe year 1780, came out, as men- 
tioned in the note, the fecond volume of 
the Biographia, which mult have occupied 
much of his care and attention ; it ap- 
pearing that he, contributed no lefs than 
twelve lives, with additions to two more, 
towards its completion.

o the, year 1780, he was engaged to 
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undertake a confiderable and material part 
in a work, called the NewAnnual Regitter. 
The department affigned to our author 
was that of the Britith and Foreign Hii- 
tory ; he alfo compofed the account of 
foreign literature; all of which were 
completed with great judgment, in the 
three firlt volumes, for the years 1780, 
1781, and 1782 ; added to this, he com- 
piled the chronicle for the two firft of 
thefe volumes, and alfo for part of the 
third. For his labours on this occation 
he obtained an adequate compenfation, 
and the work, which was well received, 
ftill retains its former reputation. The 
reafon why our author did not preferve, 
for a longer period, this beneficial en- 
gagement, are not fully known ; but we 
have reafon to think that the principal 
caufe was a difference of opinion between 
him and one, if not more, of his molt valued 
friends, on a recent and important politi- 
cal tranfaction, which he could not, con- 
fiftently with his decided fentiments, but 
have reprefented in this publication wide- 
ly different from their views of the tub. 
je&t, and in a manner which would be by 
them much difrelifhed ; nor could he, as 
he thought, refrain from ttrongly cen- 
furing the conduét of the principal party 
inthe affair alluded to, if he retained his 
fituation as a writer in this work, and, 
therefore, he was induced to cecline it. 
Confidering the circumftances of the 
cafe, how far it was prudent in him fo 
to do, we pretend not to determine ; it 
is, however, certain, that he had ahigh 
fenfe of honour, which made him tena- 
cious of his literary character, and pecu- 
liarly careful to avoid the leit appear- 
ance of duplicity in any part of his cons 
duét: nor could any intereit whatever 
detach him from the caule of truth. 

Our author's next publication made its 
appearance near the cloie of the year 
1782, being “ A Letrer to the Earl of 
Shelburne, Firft Lord of the Treatury,’ 
with the following motto, trom Virgil : 

‘¢ [le dolis initructus, et arte Pelafya.*® 


This pamphlet is writen with greater 
warinth than our author had uiuaily dit- 
covered ; it was, however, wedoubt not, 
di@ated by honeit feelings. In port of 
compofition, this performance is pecu- 
liariy intitled to praile. 

This year, allo, there came from the 
preis another political pamphlet, written 
by our author, occafioned by a “ Trea 
tiie oa Civil Government,"’ written by 





* Furnished with wiles, and Grecian artince, 
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Dr. Tucker, Dean of Gloucefter. In 
this work the Dean attacks the political 
fentiments of Mr. Locke, and endeavours 
to overturn thofe principles of govern- 
ment which had been laid down by that 
great man. Our author’s pamphlet con- 
fits of one hundred and fifty oftavo 
pages, and is intitled “ A Vindication 
of the political Principles of Mr. Locke, 
in Anfwer to the Objections of the Rev. 
Dr. Tucker, Dean of Gloucefter." This 
work difcovers a perfe& knowledge of the 
fubject, and is written with much force 
and animation. Dr. Towers herein ma- 
nifefts the fame ardent fpirit in defence of 
Mr. Locke, cf whom he thought highly, 
and in fupport of his fentiments, as had 
diftinguifhed his former publications on 
fimilar or analogous fubjects. Both par- 
ties were veterans, habituated to contro. 
verfy, and poflefled of confiderable know- 
Jedge and talents; both well meaning, 
though widely different in point of prin- 
ciples ; the one ftraining every point in 
favour of prerogative, and the monarchi- 
cal branch of the Britith Conftitution ; 
and the other, with firmnefs, defending 
and fupporting the democratical branch, 
and popular fide of the quettion. 

In the autumn of this year, Dr.Tow- 
ers became one of the members of a fo- 
ciety, which confifted of tome of the firft 
nob lity, and of men the moft diftin- 
guithed for abilities and public {pirit that 
the kingdom could produce ; it was call- 
ed ‘* The Society for Conftitutional In- 
formation."” Thefe were affociated with 
ow author upon terms of equality, for 
his {pirit was too gieat to permit him 
fubmiflively to bear with a contrary treat- 
ment; on no other would he affociate 
with them. The leading principle of this 
fociety was to diffufe maie widely among 
the people the knowledge of their rights 
and duties, as members of the commu- 
nity ; a principle which Dr. Towers held 
facred, and never would abandon, be- 
caule he had a full conviction, founded 
upen the hiftory of man, that the igno- 
rance of the people ever has been, and 
ever muft be, the mother both of fuper- 
ftition and of defpotifm. He remained 
in, and was an aétive member of, this {o- 
ciety, until the time of its diffolution, 
which occurred in 1794, when the books 
and papers were feized by order of Go- 
vernment, and the Secretary was taken 
@nto cuitody. On the 13th of June in 
this year, the Dottor received an order to 
attend the Privy Council on the day fol- 
Jowing, which he accordingly obeyed, 
and was examined relative to the Society's 
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proceedings, and fome toafts, 
have been given at a large meet 
London Tavern, on fome TECENt pony!er 
occafion, when the late Mr. pres 
Wation, afterwards appointed an cw 
India Judge, was in the chair, ani.

This pamphlet came out without our au- 
thor’s name ; but it befpoke the hand of 
a maiter, and was attributed to different 
perfons: for a confiderable time it was 
not known even to Doétor Towers’s con- 
fidential friends, that he was the writer ; 
nor did he difcover it, until being preffed 
in company, he acknowledged it to be his 
own production. 

In this year, alfo, Dr. Towers publifhed 
a tranflation from the French, of ** Two 
Diicourtes, by Baron Hertlberg, del:ver- 
ed at Public Meetings of the Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences and Belles Lettres at 
Berlin, in the Years 1785 and 1786, on 
the Population of States in general, and 
that of the Pruflian Dominions in parti- 
cular ;** and “* On the true Riches of 
States and Nations, the Balance of Com- 
merce, and that of Power.’’ We have 
had no opportunity of referring to the 
original, and therefore cannot fay how 
far this tranilition has the merit of pre- 
ferving the fenfe and fpirit of the author ; 
but the work appears to advantage in an 
Englith dreis. 

We do not find that our author brought 
out any literary work with his name, or 
which he acknowledged, during the year 
3787. On the tourth volume of the Bio. 
grapbia he was itll at work; and we are 
well pevluaded he, about this time, was 
alto employed in affiling fome of his 
friends, to enable them to appear before

tage. He alfo wrote fome light pieces 
that were anonymoufly publithed, which 
he thought might {uit the general tafe 
but which he did not chute publicly ¢, 
acknowledge, although they could nor bs 
any account have given offence, or been 
injurious to his reputation, 

On the 4th of November, 1788, being 
the completion of a century from the Re. 
volution, it was celebrated by numeroys 
ref{pectable friends of civil and relicious 
liberty, who affembled for the commemp. 
ration of that great event at the London 
Tavern, Bithopfgate-ftreet. The Con. 
mittee that conducted the entertainment, 
being aware both of his zeal and his 
talents, applied to Dr. Towers to prepare 
an oration upon the oceafion.

It con- 
tained a manly, methodical, and {pirived 
outline of the various events which led 
to the calling in and fixing King William 
on the throne, and a juit eulogium on 
thofe great men who planned the under- 
taking, and who’e exertions in fo good a 
caule were crowned with complete fuc- 
cefs. At the in‘tance of the ftewars, and 
a great part of the audience, this oration 
was foon after publifhed. 

In the courfe of the fame year, the 
Dostor alfo produced a very excellent 
tranflation of ** An Hittorical Memoir ot 
the Firft Year of the Reign of Frederick 
William If. King of\Pruffia,” read in 
1787, by the Nobleman who delivered 
the-two former difcourics, at ameeting of 
the fame Academy. . 

About the fame time, alfo, he publifh- 
ed, in two volumes oétavo, “ Memoirs of 
the Life and Reign of Frederick the 
Third, King of Pruilia;” a fecond 
edition of which has been nearly, if not 
wholly, diipoied of. In compoling this 
work, the Doétor was certainly employed 
in a line well fuited to his tate and ge- 
nius, andin which he eminently excelled, 
It is no way inferior to any of his biogta- 
phical productions, as it contains a Ipi- 
rited and accurate detail of the various 
events which diltinguifhed the reign of the 
Great Frederick, trom 1740 to 1786, e- 
terfperfed with the foundett political re- 
fletions. ‘The notes, alfo, are numereus, 
and contain fketches of the lives of feveral 
learned foreigners, which are amufing as 
well as inftruétive.

BEER. 

Englith beer, or porter, is now the 
be!t in the wor'd. Jt is one of thofe ar- 
ticles of our home produce and manufac. 
ture, which we export in the largelt quan- 
tities. Between five and fix hundred 

rears fince, the cafe was different. Ham- 
urg was then, of all places in Europe, 
the moit famous for its beer. In tie 
middle of the thirteenth century, there 
were in Hamburg nt fewer than five 
huidred and thirty breweries. England, 
Flande:s, and ail the kingdoms uf the 
North, were fupplied with beer from that 
city. Jn the fittee.th century, its beer 
ftill pref rved its 1:eputation, and conti- 
nued to be one of its principal exports. — 
In the middle of the feventeenth century, 
the King of Sweden, as an a& of deep and 
afflictive revenge againit the citizens of 
Hamburg, prohibited the importation of 
their beer into his dominions. Only 
toward the end of that century, did the 
Hamburg trade in this Iquor begin to 
decline, becauie Englith beer and ale be- 


gan to be in molt places preferred.

N purtuing his fubject Mr. Hatchet 
{ next treats of the comparative wear of 
gald, when alloyed by various metals, in 
order to afcertsin which {uffers more, ina 
piven time, cither the ductile or the hard ; 
and he conceives that coin is fubjedt 
chiefly to three varieties of fri€tion: 1. 
that which arifis between pieces of gold 
coin of a fimilar or cf a different quality: 
2. of gold coin aCing againit coin of other 
metals, fuch as Alver and copper: and 3. 
that which arifes from the action of cer- 
tain fubltances, fuch as the particies or 
filings of metals, gritty powders, &e, 
The experiments made tor this purpofe 
were numerous, and aie very minutely de- 
fcribed, as well as the machinery ufed in 
the the refult is, 1. That when 
equal triction aifitted by moderate pref- 
fure takes place between picces of coin which 
are of a fimilar quality, then abration is 
molt commonly produced in an inverfe ra- 
tio to the degree of duétility. 2. That the 
contrary effect happens when pieces of 
different qualities rub againft each other; 
for then the more ductile metal is worn b 
that which is harder. 3. ‘That earthy 
powders and metallic filings produce fimi- 
lar eifeéls, and tend to wear the different 
kinds of gold in proportion to their re- 
ipective Cegrees of ductility. Hence it is 
concluded, that fine gold extremely foft 
and ductile is not that which is the mof 
proper to be formed into coin: but gold 
of the oppofite quality, or, at leatt, that 
which is 4 hard as to be juft capable of 
being rolled and ttampei, feems to be 
equaily improper for the purpofe of coin. 
Ji follows theretore of courfe, that gold of 
moderate ductilty mut be the belt adapted 
for coin; and, as nothing but filver or 
copper can be employed to alloy gold 
which is intended to be coined, it may be 
obferved, that whatever might have becn 
the original motive tor introducing the 
prefent tandard of 22 carais, yet it ap- 
pears trointhe experiments, that this pio- 
portion of g- sath cf the above-mentioned 
metals is the beft, or at leaft as goud as 
avy which could have been chofen. 

‘There is, however, a difference in the 
quality of gold, when alloyed with the 
flandard prop rtion of iilver, of filyer and 
copper, a dot copper. 

Gold alloyed with 1-12th of filver is of 
a fine but pale colour, very duttile, is 
eatily relied, and may be ftainped without 
being annealed 5 it coniequently does not

require to be blanched : every part re, 
mains of an uniform quality, and in ee 
it does not appear of different colours ; bys 
the objes’ ions tO it are the additional ere 
pence :——the extreme palenels of colagr.

Gold alloyed with filver and ¢9 7 
when annealed, does not become blick. 
but brown, a colour which is more eafily 
removed by the blanching iquor, or ols, 
tion of alum, than when the whole alloy 
confilts of copper. Tt may alfo be rolled 
and ftamped with great facility, and fat. 
fers lefs by fridiion, than gold alloved by 
filver only, or by copper. The ebjedtion 
to it is, that afier it has been fubjeGed to 
the ordinary friétion which mutt teke 
place during the circulation of money, itis 
liable to appear of a deeper colour in tho’ 
parts which are prominent, and are con. 
fequently the moft expofed to friction, 

The laft kind of ttandard gold, whieh 
remains to be mentioned is that alloyed 
with copper ; which is of a deeper colour 
than thofe which have hitherto been no 
ticed, and harder; but the colour it ace 
quires by annealing is not fo eafily remov- 
ed by the blanching liquor. It fuffers lel 
by many of the varieties of friction, than 
gold which is alloyed with filver ; but, in 
fome cafes, it feems to wear rather more 
than gold alloyed with filver and copper, 
the difference is not however cenfiderable, 

This fort of ftandard gold, as well as 
that which is alloyed with filver and cop- 
per, appears, after a certain degree of gt 
of a coppery colour, more or leis deep, o 
thofe paits which are mott prominent 
and, when coin thus alloyed ee 
an appearance, It is fometimes oy , 
upon the fuppofition that it's er . 

Upon a comparifon ct the di m : 
qualities of thefe three kinds of aati 
gold, it appears that gold made “n Se 
by filver and ccpper is rather to *P 
ferred for coin; but, as gold made f 
dard by copper alone is not Very a 
inferior in its general properties, ce 
be quettioned, whether the fmall : = 
tage thus gained, will compenfate the fog 
ditional expenfe of the filver requifed +° 
half the alloy. 

Ry comparing 
malt ‘hike does >not appear oe 
any confiderable difference .in the ane 
rative wear of the three kinds of ftan , 

nich faffer abrafion flowlys 
gold, all of which fuffer a fe 1 
and with much difficulty. For Ase 
fous, it ig evident that the extrae ‘ei 
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ich the gold coin of this kingdom 
is (aid to have fuftained within a certain 
jimited time, cannot be attributed to any 
ia rortant defect in the compofition or 
quality of the ftandard gold. This is 
trongly corroborated by the obfervations 

o: bankers and others, who are in the ha- 
bit of fending or receiving large quanti- 
ties of gold coin from coniderable dif- 
tances. “When a number of guineas, ra- 
thecleofely packed, have been long fhaken 
rocether by the motion of a carriage, the 
feats of frifion are obferved chiefly to 
fail only on afew pieces. And although 
chefe are often reduced nearly or quiie to 
the Rate of plata pieces of metal, or 
blanks, yet, upon being weighed, they 
are found to have fuftained little or no 
ifs: from this it appears that the im- 
oreflions have Leen obliterated, not by an 
afual abrafion of the metal, but by the 
depreffion of the prominent parts, which 
have been forced into the mafs, and be- 
come reduced toa level with the ground 
of the coin. 

Upon the whole our gold coin fuffers 
but little from every fpectes of friction to 
which it may be fubjected, fairly and un- 
avadably, during circulation ; which can- 
not produce anv other wear than that 
which ts extremely gradual and flow, and 
‘uch as will by no means account for the 
great and rapid diminution which has been 
ooterved in the gold coin of this country. 

As cenera] refults of each part of this 
inquiry, i¢ may be obferved, that the exe 
periments on the various alloys of ftandard 
g d concur with efablifhed practice and 
Opimion to prove, that only two of the 
Meas, VIZ. Giver and copper, are proper 
0 be employed in the redudion of fine 
gold to ftandard, for the purpole of coin:

SURGERY. 
In Mr. Everard Home's Obferwationg 
on the Struélure of the Tongue, is offered a 
date and effectual means of removing a 
portion of the tongue when that organ is 
fo much difeafed as not to be within the 
reach of medicine, A gentleman, by ac- 
cident, had his tongue bitten with great 
violence, which occaiioned great local 
pain, and the point of it lott its fenti. 
bility, and was deprived of the power 
of taite. Ir was like a piece of board in his 
mouth, which rendered the act of eating 
avery unpleafant operation. From this 
cafe Mr. Home concludes that the tongue 
itfelf is not particularly irritable; but 
the nerves pafling thro ich the fubil nce 
to fupply the tip, which forms the organs 
ot taite, are very ready deprived of thew 
natural action, which probably arifes from 
their being fotter in texture than nerves 
in general, and, ia that refpect, relemolng 
thole belonging to the other organs of 
fenie. . 
Another curious circumfance ts, that % 
brunle pon the nerves of the LONnBUuC, fut- 
ficient to deprive them of the power of 
communicating feniation, was productive

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of no inflammation or irritation in the ner- 
vous trunk; from which it is inferred that 
the nerves fupplying an organ of fenfe, 
are not fo liable to fuch effeéts as thofe 
which belong to the other parts of the 
body. Hence in feveral cafes of tumours of 
the fize of a pea, Mr. Home has fucce(s- 
fully taken away that portion of the 
tongue upon which they grew, by means 
of a needle armed with a doub.e ligature. 
From thefe cafes Mr. Home concludes, 
that the tongue is Iefs irritabie than al- 
moft any otner organized part of the body ; 
therefore the peculiar fubftance which is 
interpoied between the fafciculi of its muf- 
cular fidies, is not in any refpect connected 
with the nerves which pais through its 
fubftance to the organ of tafte, but is 
merely a foft medium, to admit of great 
facility of action in its different parts. 
The nerves of the tongue appear to be 
more readily comprefled and deprived of 
their power of communicating fenfation, 
than nerves in general; and any injury 
done to them is not produétive of difeafed 
action in the trunk of the injured nerve. 
The tongue appears to have a power of 
throwing off its floughs in a fhorter time 
than any other part; confequently, the re- 
moval of any part of the tongue difpofed 
to become cancerous, may be attempted 
with fafety. Since the difeafe in the 
tongue always begins in avery {mall por- 
tion of that organ, it is, inthe early flage, 
more within the reach of removal than 
when in any other part of the body; and 
asthe glands of the tongue are independ-

Then the 
liquor is to be cooled, =nd boiled, till ne 
more muriate of potath is obtained, as in 
the firft article. The liquor will then 
confit of fulphate of foda, and a little 
muriate of toda, to be dried down and 
decompofed. 

Fitthly.—-The fulphate of potath and 
foda contained in foap-maker's fpent ley, 
is decompoled and concentrated as in the 
firft and fecond articles. 

Sixthly.—In anplying the concentrated 
alkalies to foap-making, nothing is want- 
ing but to cauft.cize them with half their 
weight of quick-lime, and ufe the ley at 
a ftrength that will eafily unite with tal- 
low. 

In applying the concentrated alkalies to 
bleaching, they are to be caufticized with 
half their weight of quick lime, and a ley 
made which is to be boiled down toa dr 
falt, and kept clofe for ufe. When 
waited as pearl-afhes, nothing more is 
to be done than to put them in a 
reverberating furnace, and keep ttirring 
them well till they come nearly to fulon ; 
they may then be taken out and uled.— 
The muriate of potath crvttallized is the 
mot advantageous way of ufing it in che 
making of alum, and no falt produces 
more alum than it, except carbonate of 
potafh when pure. The muriate of pot- 
ath is to be uled in the procefs of alum- 
making as carbonate of potahh.

Objervations by the Patentee—A hip 
thus fecured fron frame, 18 more

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firefs of weather fhe is unavoidably 
driven on fhore, fhe has the advantage 
of flips on the common conitruétion, as 
they, laying on the edge, eafily roll by 
the agitation of the fea, and ftrike againft 
the ground, and when left by the tide, 
aie often bulged by the overhanging 
weight ; but thips on this conitruction, 
having one-third of their breadth to fland 
on, will neither roll, nor be likely to 
buige ; and if, from the declivity of the 
ground, another thip would overfet, this 
will not, having two-thirds of the 
weight to counteraét it. Therefore, as 
the prefervation of lives and property at 
fea are of great importance, the above 
conflrugtion of fhips is recommended to 
all whom it may concern.

HESE Rondos form three highly- 

agreeable exercifes for the piano- 
forte; but why Mr. Nezot has baptized 
them by the above names we are ata lofs 
to conceive. The firft inftance of this 
whimfical denomination to inftrumental 
productions will be found in the old harp- 
fichord Jeffons of Burton, an Englith maf- 
ter who flourithed about forty years iince :

A Britith fquadron of two fhips of the 
line, eight frigates and four cutters, 
now blockides the harbour of Genoa, 
trom Cape delle Melle to Viareggio. 
Lord Nelfon, the Britifh Commander in 
Chiet in the Mediterrancan, watches the 
port of Toulon with the utmoft vigilance. 
He has lately adopted the precaution of 
lending to England, inftead of diimiffing, 
where they might immediately return into 
tbe enemy's fervice, thofe teamen of neu- 
tral nations, who were found in the hips 
captured or detained by veflels of his 
iquadron. Sir Robert Caulder, with the 
divifion under his command, is now otf 
the South Weft ccaft of Ireland, to inter- 
cept the French, if they thould elcape 
trom Bret, and make an attempt to enter 
bantry-bay, Eight Eaft India fhips, 
wane, and underthe command of Capt. 
Gecdard, are detached to eruife at the 
mouth of Lochryan, for the detence of the 
treght between the North Ealt coatt of 
Ireland, and the Weft coait of Scotland.

December g.—On the cicuflion of the 
Eftimate of the Expences of the Army for 
the enfuing year, the Secretary at War 
(Mr. Bragee) explained, in detail, the 
different atems of ex,enditure; Mr. 
Wyndbam warmly arraigned the volun- 
teer-fy(tern, as dangerous and inefficient ; 
Mr. Secretary Yorke detended the conduct 
of government in accepting the lervices ot 
the volunteers, as well as its mealures re- 
lative to the troops of the line.

In the 
Houle of Lords, on the 12th of December, 
the quetiion on the Sutpention of the 
Habeas Corpus A, in Ireland, excited a 
hvely debate in which the piincipai tpeak- 
ers were Lord Hawketbury, the Marquis of 
Sligo, and the Loid Chancellor, on the 
one fide; on the other, Lord Grenville. 
But, nothing was luggeitcd of fumicient 
importance to interrupt tle progre!s of 
the bill through the Houle. A vote of 
credit has been pafled to enable minitters

year. In the eflimates of the exper di- 
-ure for 1204, the number of the feamen and 
marines has been fated at 100,000; and 
4,87 5,000l. fterling is the fum required 
for their wages and jubfifience. The 
fum tor the tear and wear of the fh ppang, 
is 3,900,000]. and 325,000). have been 
yoted for the naval ordnance of tho'e fhips. 
The total amount of thofe eftimates for 
the navy is, therefore, mot dcis than 
4E plot, To ee 
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9,100,c000l.fterling. To this aretobe added 
the fums of 1,020,670l. 9s. gi. for what 
is called the ordinary of the navy 3 and 
948,520. fterling, for the repararion and 
rebuilding of fhips of war. The army 
eftimates have been alfo voted, atter full 
difcufion. The duties on fugar, malt, 
and tob:ceo, ave granted for the citcharge 
of the loan voted by Exchequer-biils. ‘The 
difiiilation of tpirits trons malt, in Ire- 
Jand, is, again, prohibited by a temporary 
Jaw. ‘The Ealt India Con pany to tacih- 
tate to them the raiting of money by bond, 
have obtained an A& by which they are 
authorized to give the fame intereft on 
their bonds as is given on Excheguer-bilis, 
and are permitted to pay the intereft in 
full, without dcduétion of theduty. The 
seitrictive laws prohibiting the Banks of 
England and Ireland trom making pay- 
ments in tpecie, have been renewed. A 
number of bills refpeéting matters of com- 
mercial and rural economy have been alfo 
forwarded into laws. The two Houfes, 
after fitting about a month, and tranfact. 
ing a larger proportion of legiflative bu- 
finets than it has been ulual to difpatch 
before Chritimas, adjourned their fittings 
till the beginning of February next. Of 
the papers that were laid before the Houle 
by its order, the following is peculiarly 
intereiting, as tt exhibits the wealth and 
butineis of the country in a very favour- 
able light.

My Dear Brother, 

I have taken two days to confider the con- 
tents of your letter of the 6th init. in order to 
be as accurate as poflible in my antwer, which 
mutt account to you for its being longer, per- 
havs, than ] intended, or I could have withed. 

I confide entirely in the perfonal kindnefs 

nd aife€tion exprefied in your letter, and am, 
for that reafon, the more unwilling to trouble 
you again on a painful fubje‘t, in which you 
are not free to act as your inclination, Iam 
fure, would lead you ; but as itis not at all 
improbable that every part of this tranfaétion 
may be publicly canvatled hereafter, it is of 
the utmott importance to my honour, without 
which I can have no happinels, that my con- 
duct in it fhall be fairly reprefented and core 
rely underitood. When I made a tender of 
my fervices tohis Majeity’s Minitters, it was 
with a jut and natural expetation that my 
offer would have been accepted a the way in 
which alone it could have been mot veneticial 
to my country, or creditable to myfelf 5 Or, 
if chat failed, that at leat (in jufticc to mc) 
the reafons for a refulal would have been dii- 
tinctly (* ated, fo that the Nation might be 
fatisfied that nothing had been omitted on my 
part, and enabled to judge of the validity of 
the reafons afligned tor (uch refufal. In the 
firft initsnce, 1 was referred to ius Majetty’s 
will and pleafure, and now Lam informed oy 
your letter, that before ** he had appointed 
me to the command of the roth Light Dr be 
goons, he had cauled it to be tully explained 
to me what his fentiments were with refpect 
to a Prince of Wales entering tmto Che army.” 

It 1s impotlible, my deal Brother, that I 
fhould know al} that paffed between the Ring 
and you ; but I perfectly recol's & the Matce 
ment you made of the conversation you ad 
had with his Majeity, and which itri€tiy cou- 
refponds with that in your Jecter now pufaes 
mej; but I mut, atthe tame time, fecai to 
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your memory my pofitive denial, at that time, 
of any condition or itipulatioa having been 
made upon my firft coming into the army, 
anc I am in pofleiiion of full and complete 
documents, which prove that no terms what- 
ever were then propofed, at leait to me, 
whatever might have been the intention ; 
and the communications which I have found 
it necetlary fubfequently to make, have ever 
difclaimed the exittence of {uch a compromile 
at any period, as nothing could be more averfe 
to my nature, or more remote from my mind. 

As to the converfation you quote in 1796, 
when the King was pleafed to appoint me to 
fucceed Sir William Pitt, I have not the mott 
flight recolleétion of its having taken place 
between us. If your date is right, my dear 
Brother, you mutt be miftaken in your exact 
terms, or at leaft in the conclufion you draw 
fromit; for in the intimacy and familiarity 
of private converfation, it is not at all un- 
likely that I thould have remembered the 
communication you made me the year before; 
but that I fhould have acquiefced in, or re- 
ferred to a compromife which I never made, 
is utterly impoflible. 

Neither in his Majefty’s letter to me, nor 
in the correfpondence with Mr. Addington, (of 
which you may not be fully informed) is 
there one word, or the moft diftant allufion 
to the condition ftated in your letter: and 
even it J had iccepted the command of a re- 
giment on fuch terms, miy acguicfcence could 
only have r-lation to the ordinary fituation of 
the Country, and not to acaie fo completely 
outot all contemplation at that time as the 
probable or projeéted invafion of this Kingdom, 
by aforeign force, fuflicient to bring its fatety 
into queition, When the King is pleafed to 
tell me, ** that thould the enemy land, he 
thal! think it his duty to fet an example in 
defence of the Country,” that is, to expole 
the only life which, for the Public weltare, 
Ought not to be hazarded. I retpeét and ad- 
nitre the principtes which diate that refolu- 
tion, and, as my heart glows with the fame 
tentiments, I with to partake im the fame 
danger, that is, with dignity and effeét. 
Wherever his Majeity appears as King, he 
acts and commands; you are Commander in 
Chief; others of my Family are high in mi- 
litary ttat‘on; and even by the la{t brevet, 
a coniiderable number of junior officers are 
put over me. Io all thefe arrangements the 
Prince of Wales alone, whofe intereft in the 
event yields to none bur that of the King, is 
difiegarded, omitted, his fervices rejected ; 
fu that, in fact, he has no poit or ftation 
whatfoever in a conteft on which the fate of 
Crown and the Kingdom may depend, 

{ donot, my dear Brother, wonder that in 
the hurry of your prefent occupations, thefe 
confiderations thould have been overlooked ; 
they are now in your view, and I think, cane 
not fail to make adue impreilion.

[ meant to affert, that no previous condi- 
ion to forego all pretenfions to ulterior rank, 
yader any circumftance, had beer impofed up- 
oa me, or even fubmitted to me, In any 
hhape whatfoever, on my firft coming into 
the fervice; and, with as much confidence 
3s can be ufed in maintaining a negative, [re- 
peat that affertion. ; . : 

When I firft became acquainted with his 
Majefty’s purpofe to withhold from me fur- 
ther advancement, it is impoilible to recolleét ; 
butthat it was fo early as the year 1793, [ do 
notremember, and if your expreflions were 
lefs pofitive, I fhould add, or believe; but 
Ycertainly knew it, as you well know, in 
1795, and poflibly before. We were then 
engaged in war; therefore I could not think 
of refigning my Regiment, if under other cir- 
cumttances, J had been difpofed todo it ; but 
intruth, my rank in the nation made mili- 
tary rank in ordinary times a matter of little 
confequence, except to my own private feel- 
ings. This fentiment I conveyed to you in 
my letterof the ad, faying exprefsly, that 
mere idle, ina€tive rank, was in no fort my 
edject, 

But upon the profpeét of an emergency, 
where the King was to take the field, and 
the fpirit of every Briton was roufed to ex- 
ertion, the place which [ occupy in the Na- 
tion, made it indifpenfable to demand a poft 
corretpondent to that place, and to the public 
expectation, ‘This fentiment, I have the hap- 
Fuels to be affured, ina letter on this occa- 
tony made a itrong impreffion upon the mind, 
an¢ commanded the refpeét and admiration of 
one very high in Government. 

Uhe only purpofe of this letter, my dear 
Brother, is to explain, fince that is neceflary, 
that my former o es meant not to give.you 
the trouble of interceding as my myocate, 
for mere rank in the army. Urging fg ther 
my other more important claims upon Govern- 
ment would be vainly addreffedto any perfon, 
Woo can really think that aformer refufal of 
mere rank, under circumftances fo widely

Giving, as I did, all the confiderations of 
my heart to the delicacy and difficulties of your 
fituation, nothing could have been more ree 
pugnant to my thoughts, or to my diftofition, 
than to have impofed upon you, my dear 
Brother, either in your capacity as Com- 
mander in Chief, or in the near relationfhip 
which fubfifts between us, the tafk, much 
lefs the expeftation of caufing you to rifque

But, with the impulfe of my feelings to- 
wards you, and quickly conceiving what 
friendfhip and affection may be capable of, I 
did not, I own, think it entirely impoffible 
that you might, confidering the magnitude 
and importance which the obje& carries with 
it, have officially advanced my withes, > 
matter of propriety, to military rank and fub- 
Jequent command through his Majeity’s Minif- 
ters, for that direct purpofe ; efpecially when 
the honour of my Charaéter, and my future 
Fame in life, were fo deeply involved in the 
confideration 5 for 1 muft here emphatically 
again repeat, *¢ that idle, inafive rank, was 
NEVER in my view, and that military rank, 
with its confeguent command, qvas never out of 
it.

NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 

A few weeks ago a floop arrived in the 
river Tyne, at Newcattle, and was landed 
at the quay, for the firft time, loaded intirely 
with fizeable blocks of remarkably fine 
Broccarello marble, lately found at Affynt, 
a ditri& in the county of Sutherland, North 
Britain, and brought from thence, by fea, to 
Newcaitle. It appears, however, that feve- 
ral (mall blocks of this marble, but not fuf- 
ficient to load a veffel, were brought, laft year, 
to the fame port ; and that feveral beautiful 
chimney-pieces have been fince made out of 
that material, The above being a plain, 
incontrovertible faét, the circumitance will, 
it is hoped, not only prove advantageous to 
the indefatigable leffee of the quarries, and 
tothe honourablefproprietors, but, likewife, 
in the iffue, become highly beneficial to the 
mation at large. Pennant, in his tour 
through Scotland, thus defcribes Affynt :— 
“ This country is environed with moun- 
tains, and all the {trata near their bafe, and in 
the bottoms, are compofed of marble, fine 
asthe Parian. Houfes are built withit, and 
walls raifed. Burnt, it is the manure of the 
country 5 but oftener nature diffolves, and 
prefents it ready prepared to the lazy farmer. 
This tra&t feems the refidence of floth—ethe 
people al noft torpid with idlenefs, and moft 
wretched—their hovels moft miferable, made 
ef poles wattled, and covered with thin 
rods; yet there is much improveable land 
here in a ftate of nature,” &c. &c.

CUMBERLAND AND WESTMORELAND. 


The Rev. Mr. Markham, fon of the 
Archbifhop of York, and one of the pre. 
bendaries of the cathedral of Carlile, 
has lately given orders to have the beau- 
tiful capitals of the Gothic columns in 
the cathedral of that city, cleaned from 
the plafter that adheres to them, and which 
had been accumulating for centuries, fo as 
totally to obfcure the beautiful ornaments, 
which, when freed from the rubbiih thar 
furrounded them, difcovered fome of the 
fineft alto relievos that ever came from the 
workman’s chiffel. The conjoles which fup- 
port the cluttered pillars in the choir, are 
particularly admired, for the delicacy of the 
foliage with which they are ornamented. 
The choir and fide ifles are in high eftina- 
tion, for the ftyle of their architecture, this 
part of the building being one of the beit [re- 
cimens produced in the reign of Edward III. ; 
but the greateft beauty belonging to it is the 
large eaft window above the altar; this win- 
dow is compofed of upright mullons to the 
height of thirty feet, at which height the 
mullions take feparate dire€tions, and bran.a 
off into fmaller compartments ; the who. 
compofed into the moit elegant tracery, and 
filled with ftained glafs. The height of the 
window, tothe crown of the arch, is near-y 
fitty feet ; and the whole is acknowledge, 
by every competent judge, to be iuperior * 
any thing of the kind either in Great Brita'ny 
or upon any part of the Continent.

At a late trial in the Court of King’s 
Bench, London, the canfe which has beep 
for fome time depending between the corpo. 
ration, anda part of the burgeffes of the bo- 
rough and town of Kingflon upon Hull, was 
finally decided. ‘The following appear to 
have been the principal facts refpcéting the 
cafe —elt had always been the cuitom of the 
corporation, from time immemorial, for the 
mayor and aldermen to chufe two perfons, 
whom they called lights, and of thefe two, 
the commonalty eletted one, to ferve the of- 
fice of alderman in the borough. At the 
time of the feizure of corporation charters, 
by Charles II. and James II. that of Hull, 
among others, was new-moielied, but noe 
fo much as to be materially altered 3 and as 
James II. abdicated the thr ne thortly after, 
the new charter fell into total difregard, and 
no precedent can be adduced to thew that it 
was ever adted upon. At the latt election, 
when T. Ofbourne, efq. was chofen an alder- 
man, the corporation, according to their 
ufual cuftom, prefented their two /ivcrs, and 
one of them was elected an alderman by a 
party of the commons, and officially retura- 
ed by the mayor as duly eleéted. But ano- 
ther party in the borough, refuling to have 
either of thefe perfons, cietted another in Mr, 
O's room, and founded their claim of right 
on the obfolcte charter of James Hl, Metits, 
E:rf{kine and Wood thewed caufe: againit the 
rule, (an information obtained in the nature 
of a 949 warrants, calling upon T.OQibourne, 
efq. to thew caufe by what authority he 
claimed to exercife the office of aiderman,) 
and Mefirs. Gibbs, Parke, Willey, and 
Becket, were heardinreply. After matures 
ly weighing all the circumitances, the Court 
ordered the rule Nifito be difcharged. Lord 
Ellenborough obferved, on this occafion, that 
it had been proved, to the entire fatisfaction 
of the Court, that the charter of fames IL. 
on which the profecution was founded, had 
never becn acted upon or a cepted by the 
corporation 5; and that the furrens r of the 
former charters had not been inroiled, in 
confequence of which they were in full 
force, &c. ‘The Court was further of opie 
nion, that the words commonaity or com- 
munity include the aldermen as well as the 
burgefies ac large 3 and co {quently the od» 
jection, contending that the right of elece 
tion is vefted in the common burgefles only, 
was overruled.

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remarkably, The cotton-manufa@tory feems 
to form an exception, Thole ftriped cottons, 
of which failors thirts and trowfers are made, 
thofe bed and apron checks, thofe twifted cot 
tons, which ferve for land(men’s thirts, max 
hucker-back napkins and table-cloths, fom 
calicoes, a few counterpanes are regularly mace 
and fold bythe cotton-manvfi@arers of Nore 
wich. Indeed the’demand for thefe commodi- 
ties is fo unlimited, and tle wages of labour 
are fo often lower here than at Manchefter, 
where they flutuate greatly, that it is probable 
a confiderable branch of the cotton-trade may’ 
eventually take root here; although thetrans- 
planters hitherto have rather acquired a title 
to the gratitude than to the gratulation of 
their fellow-citizens. Another new branch 
of manufaQure has lately thot forth in this 
town which promifes to become durably im- 
portant--—the make of hempen cloth. Under 
this defignation are comprehended as well the 
courfer forts ufed for facking and packing as 
the finer forts ufed for thirting and theet- 
ing, and alfo many linens in which flax is 
mixed or even exclufively ufed. The linen 
trade of Norwich is at preient favoured by 
the unfettled ftate of Ireland, by the increafed 
expence of importation from the Baltic, by 
the decay of manufactures in Flanders amd 
near the feat of war, aided by ademand really 
progreffive both in this country and North 
America. The courfe of this manufactory 
hither may be inferred from the denomination 
Suffolk bempen cloth being fill applied to the 
moft ufual quality. One reads on many boards 
‘¢ Suffolk Hempen Cloth made here; but 
the manofaéture arrived at Norwich in a com- 
paratively rude ftate of its progrefs; and has 
here derived from the recent adoption of vari- 
ous procefies, efpecially of fuch as the cotton- 
weavers had introduced, a marked acceleration 
and improvement of its creative powers. It 
is, however, {till capable of further refinement 
and extenfion. Ic might probably embrace 
the make of damatk table-cloths, fuch as are 
now imported from Silefia. The art of maant~ 
ing is well underftood here: the tying up of 
that itring-work or flaxen machinery, by 
means of which the tire-drawers produce flow- 
erage and figures in apparent bafso-relievo on 
the white furface, is already ufed inthe make 
of the worttead fatins; it can be transferred 
without difficulty to the threads of fax. With 
cotton fhoots fuch table cloths would furely 
be cheaper, and certainly more beautiful, be- 
caufe more diftinét in their defign, than thofe 
of Germany. The fabrication of Cambricks 
is itfelf not impoflible here: but this general 
objection lies againtt attempting articles of a 
refined luxury—-that the demand is always 
fmall, and therefore comparatively infignifi- 
cant to the public profperity, ane that in pe- 
riogs of public diftrefs, ard conlequentiy of 
| economy, it always fas. But thefe 
genera 7? , 
are precifely the times when employment 
can leaft be difpenfed with, The linea trove 
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would not improbably be favoured by the in- 
ftitution of alinen-cloth-hall, where the fmall 
makers could on regular days expofe piece- 
goods for fale. Something of the kind takes 
place in the weaver's-lane, as it is called; 
near St. Peter’s church ; but there are other 
cloth-halls in the county, as at Difs for in- 
flance, where more bufinefs is done, and ori 
abetter plan. Piece-goods are in moft coun- 
try towns bought up by the contiguous fhop- 
keepers, partly to be retailed in the neigh. 
bourhood, partly to be diftributed more exten- 
fively through the London wholefale buyers, 
This branch of bufinefs might pafs into the 
hands of our own linen-drapers. The church 
in the Madder- market is well fituate for fuch 
a hall: could not the parifhioners {pare it, and 
find room in St. Andrew's and St. Gregory's ? 
A fleam-mill for {pinning flax might, perhaps, 
with advantage to the city, be ere@ted on that 
fub{cription-plan, which ufually expofes the 
original thareholders to a lofs not very formi- 
dable, but which leaves behind a fubttitute 
for much labor, and a creative fource of much 
productive commodity. Such foundations are 
ufually brouglit to bear by a coalition between 
the voluntary blindnefs of the patriotic fpecu- 
lator, and the rafh confidence of the avariti- 
ous multitude. It is worth the while of 
bankers, forthe fake of the eventual circula- 
tion of property ; of manufacturers, for the 
fake of a contiguous fupply of material ; of 
tathers of families, for the fake of recom- 
inending their fons to falaried fituations, as 
clerks and managers; of mafons, carpenters, 
coal-merchants, for the fake of the job, &c. 
to become adventurers in fuch mills: even 
if the fixed property is tocoft more than, after 
a while, it will be worth. Add to this, that 
there is ufually a period of temporary gain and 
fanguine expectation, which enables the ju- 
dicious and obierving to transfer their fhares 
at a profit, although the concern be radically 
difadvantageous.

PPHE bankruptcies of laft month have been more numerous than in pProportior 

tent and ritks of the trade of this country, if it were not under confiderable le: 
difadvantages.  Enterprize is checked by the range of French ufurpation on the beens 
by the rapacity of the French exactions, by the impoveriihment of the Duteh by the ni’ 
curity of a great part of Germany, by the alarm of war to the very heait of Rutt ny 
dangers ot Portugal and Spain, and by the predeminancy ef the French power in It; ly. T 
ufualmclemency of the feafon puts our Baltic trade at a paufe for fome mouths - pu “ 
fear of invation, though never deep, and though now no longer acknowledged h “ 
ever, not yet ceafed to be felt in its effects, to diminith mercantile confide and’ 
the courte of commercial correfpondence. 

The mternal trade of this country, at the fame time, languifhes in fome degree, 
it refpects the tupply of the conveniencies and luxuries, rather than the abfulute ne 
of liie. People tubtract, almoft every where, fomething trom their luxuries, or even com- 
forts, on account of the preflure of the taxes, and the decreafe in the orders of toreivy 
trade. A little tor almott every one, becoming a great deal tor the whole community. om 
duces a dimmution in the @emainds for home coniumption fiom the masulactures aud 
the merchant. deuce the complaint, fo general among the thopkeepers in every. grest 
town, that trade is dead; that their daily fates are much fimaller than formerly; that they

fid at dificult to difpote of their goods for ready mohey, and Rill more dificult to obtay 
payment for what they have once given out upon credit. 

Betides, in the prefent, as in all times of war, there is an increafe in the confumption af 
the eflential neceffaries of fublittence, and a confequent rile in their prices, ditcouracing to 
manufacturing and commercial undertakings, aud tending to difable us trom meeting, with 
advantage, the competition in foreign markets. Butchers’ meat ts, notwithftanding the late 
abundant produce of alinoft all articles for the nourifmment of cattle, exceilively dear. 
Wheat and flour are at prices, comparatively with the produce, very high. Coals are 
(though the navigation between Neweattle and Londen be not, either by ftorms or hotile 
eruieys, jut now very perilous,) yet fo extremely dear, that a poor amily cau fearce know 
the comfort of a good fire once a week. Oats, and the other coarfer grains, are far from 
cheap. Above 25,000 quarters of oats were laft weck imported irom the Continent into the 
port of London: but fuch a fupply, however often repeated, is very fmail in companion 
with the prodigions and conftaut contumpiion of lortes’ fead. Sugar, now, in fact, a ne- 
cetlary, (and one of the moft talutary neceflaries) of fubliftence, is to the retail-cuftomer in 
internal trade, alfo dear. Porter, when of proper ftrength and age, ie excellent a beverage 
for the labourer, is, by the mmpofs levied on it and on malt, now fo poor a ftutt, that a 
working man thinks it often necefifary to fwallow, immediately after his beer, a glats of por 
fonous gin, to hunder the former from doing him harm! 

‘The difficulty of the want of gold and filver for the change of notes, in retail-trade, em- 
barratics buttnets, and even impedes the circulation of paper-money, more than is eulily to 
be imaged. [ft all the miichiets to trade trom every muftance of inconvenience by tearcity 
of filver-money, were taken in an eflimate together, we fhould certainly fmd, that, merely by 
this fimall iatter, the lots to Great Britain and Lreland is not lets than 10Q0!. a-day. 

Yet there are not wanting many encouraging appearances in the prefeut condition of the 
trade of this country. ‘The total preduce of the taxes fer 1803, has been no leis than 
£.-30,801,011 ¢s. 6'd. Rerling, a produce remarkably exceeding that of former years. It 
thefe taxes had preiled too tevercly upon the fprings of wealth and induitry, it Is mupé ihble 
that they thould have becn paid—impoflible that they thould not have diminithed, in their 
produce, much under the produce of former years. They are levied chiefly upon the con- 
fumption of the country, on its labour and produce, and upon the transterrence of comines 
dittos—2f upon niere inert wealth. And they could not, then, have given fo much mere, 
if trade, manutactures, domeic comforts, and ‘general produce, had been, in the whole, aud 
in every branch, dimmithed. 

‘The prices of all public focks have rifen in the courfe of laft month. ‘Fhe 5 per cents are 
between 56 and 57. Exchequer Bills are in eager demand: and, in general, as to the “oe

‘wo things are worthy cf notice fince our lat Report: Firft, a very confiderable ftorm 
on the 29th ult. after whieh the barometer ruie with unutual rapidity: and, Secondly,—tor 
the tealon, a feverer troft than is ufual beiore Chrittmas ; it Jated a full week. Between the 
5th and 6th we hind a heavy fall of fnow, which naught be reckened equal to fix or fevea 
inches indepth. ‘The coldeit day was the t4th, tn the morning of which the mercury in the 
thermometer, as is noticed above, was 18° below the freezing-point. For the lait week 
the weother lias heen unutually mild ; the thermometer has frequently been nearly as high 
as temperate, and never once lower than 43° or 44°. 

The mean height ot the thermometer for the whole month is 40°.394, and that of the 
barometer 29.64. 

At Nerwich, we are informed that the Aurora Borealis was obferved on the 29th of No- 
vember, with diftinguithed brilliancy : the light was not variable, as it ufnally is, and of du- 
ferent prifinetic colours, but of a pale goid-colour, trequently approaching to the white. 
The form wis sometimes round, but it generally refenibled the tail of a comet. South of 
Libra, and below thar conttellation, was a bright-coloured meteor, refembling Jupiter; it 
was vilille only a few feconds, and was fucceeded by another in about an hour aiterwards. 
'Thele, aud feveral meteors Jets remarkable, geuerally denonunated fhooting-ftars, and fom 
taint lightuioe, eppeared foutherly, and feemed to approach the magnetic meridian.

fearcely been hidden with a fingle cloud : 52 may be called fair, and 36 completely cloudy.
